Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 


I  herewith  submit  my  Report  on  the  vital  statistics  and 


sanitation  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1905.  The  statistics  for 
the  year  must  be  considered  as  satisfactory,  as  the  general 
mortality  and  the  mortality  among  infants  is  below  the  average 
for  the  preceding  ten  years.  During  the  ten  years,  1895-1904, 
the  average  Death-rate  of  the  Borough  (excluding  deaths  of 
non-residents),  was  15-8,  and  for  1905  the  rate  was  slightly 
below  this,  being  15 '6. 


The  Birth-rate  is  below  the  average. 
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In  Table  I.  of  this  Report  the  various  rates  for  1905  and 
preceding  years  can  be  compared. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  has 
been — Scarlet  Fever  27,  Diphtheria  3,  Erysipelas  6,  Puerperal 
Fever  1.  Throughout  the  year  Scarlet  Fever  tended  to  break 
out  in  Shottery,  but  never  gained  a  complete  foothold.  In 
December  the  Schools  at  Shottery  were  closed  for  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  children  from  the  village  of  Luddington,  as  the  disease 
had  broken  out  in  the  latter  place.  One  of  the  cases  of 
Diphtheria  notified  was  clearly  imported  in  a  patient  sent  to 
Stratford  Nursing  Home  from  Banbury.  The  single  case  of 
Puerperal  Fever  notified  was  sent  in  to  the  Union  Infirmary  from 
the  country. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  now  in  course  of  com¬ 
pletion,  must  undoubtedly  prove  beneficial  to  the  general  health 
of  the  town,  and  add  materially  to  the  comfort  of  those  living 
in  the  proximity  of  the  present  Sewage  Farm. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  variations  in  the  quality  of  the  water  supplied  from 
the  mains  during  the  past  year  cannot  be  considered  satisfac¬ 
tory  from  a  hygienic  point  of  view,  and  it  is  much  to  be  hoped 
that  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  it  will  be  again  necessary  to 
supplement  the  Reservoir  water  by  pumping  from  the  Warwick 
Road  Well.  From  an  analysis  which  I  made  when  the  water 
supplied  was  a  mixture  of  water  from  the  Warwick  Road  Well 
and  the  Brewery  Artesian  Well  it  was  shown  that  the  water  is  a 
pure  one  as  regards  freedom  from  organic  pollution,  but  extra¬ 
ordinarily  hard  from  the  presence  of  lime  salts. 
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VACCINATION.

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 


The  bulk  of  the  milk  sent  to  the  town  is  from  satisfactory 
sources.  I  would  like  to  see  a  systematic  analysis  of  milk 
supplies  carried  out  by  the  County  Authorities  to  a  greater 
extent  than  at  present,  for  in  dealing  with  our  milk  supplies 
we  have  in  hand  what  is,  or  ought  to  be,  the  main  nourish¬ 
ment  of  the  infant  life  of  the  country,  when  the  minority  of 
infants  who  are  brought  up  on  breast-milk  is  excluded.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  Report  for  the 
year  1905. 

The  year  has  been  one  marked  by  considerable  interest,  in 
that  two  of  the  largest  centres  of  population  in  the  District, 
namely,  Kineton  (pop.  1008),  and  Wellesbourne  (pop.  1171*), 
have  had  final  arrangements  made  as  to  sewage  disposal.  As  far 
as  I  am  aware,  it  remains  for  some  future  statistician  to  apportion 
to  their  respective  dates  the  past  generations  who  have  been  the 
largest  contributors  to  the  welfare  of  their  successors  in  such 
assets  as  school  building,  road  making,  and  sanitary  engineering. 
In  the  Stratford  District  the  present  age  will  be  known  in  time 
to  come  as  notable  for  works  carried  out  in  connection  with 
sanitation,  and  with  satisfactory  results.  Working  as  sanitarians, 
there  is  much  that  cannot  be  done  to  directly  improve  the  health 
and  physique  of  the  population.  The  housing  of  the  working 


including  Walton. 
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classes,  for  instance,  in  an  agricultural  district  cannot  be  interfered 
with  by  a  public  body,  except  under  great  limitations.  The  food 
conditions  are  almost  entirely  outside  the  control  of  practical 
sanitation.  But  to  ensure  a  pure  water  supply  and  a  wholesome 
sewerage  system  must  ever  rank  as  unmixed  benefits,  and  as 
especially  imcumbent  on  sanitary  authorities,  inasmuch  as 
individual  effort  can  rarely  obtain  these  in  villages. 

Infectious  Disease. — There  has  been  less  Scarlet  Fever 
during  the  year  than  is  usual  in  the  District,  and  no  deaths  from 
it.  The  majority  of  the  cases  came  from  the  Sub-district  of 
Wellesbourne,  and  largely  from  Charlecote,  Loxley,  Hampton 
Lucy,  and  Wellesbourne,  all  of  which  villages  adjoin.  Claverdon, 
in  the  Wootton  Wawen  Sub-district,  contributed  nine  cases. 

Enteric  Fever  was  notified  from  Binton,  Charlecote, 
Alveston,  Crimscote,  and  Wolverton.  At  Crimscote  the  disease 
was  imported  from  an  adjoining  District.  In  all  cases  the  water 
supply  was  investigated,  and  steps  taken  to  avoid  infection  of 
others. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  three  cases  (one  doubtfully  so), 
and  of  these  two  were  sent  to  Hospital.  There  was  no  special 
interest  attaching  to  any  of  these. 

The  death-rate  is  very  low  for  the  year,  being  12 "9  (see  Table 
I,  Column  13),  and  the  death-rate  among  children  under  one 
year  of  age  is  about  one-half  that  of  the  average  for  the  ten 
preceding  years. 

The  birth-rate  is  a  very  low  one,  20^3  per  rooo  inhabitants. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  public  water  supplies  of  the  District  have  been  analysed 
as  usual  in  the  year,  and  remain  satisfactory.  I  would  recom¬ 
mend  an  investigation  at  Binton  to  see  if  the  water,  which  is 
found  at  the  top  of  the  village,  can  be  piped  to  supply  the 
cottages  at  a  reasonable  cost.  There  is  evidently  plenty  of 
elevation  at  its  source  to  transmit  it  by  gravitation. 
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In  dealing  with  impure  water  from  wells  in  the  District  it  is 
commonly  found  that  the  source  of  contamination  is  from  surface 
water  getting  in  near  the  ground  level.  If  it  were  customary  to 
lay  some  feet  of  the  top  courses  of  brick  or  stone  in  cement,  and 
carry  the  same  above  the  ground  level,  it  might  often  prevent 
subsequent  trouble. 


HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING-CLASSES  ACT. 

Two  certificates  were  issued  with  reference  to  two  cottages  at 
Gospel  Oak,  where  the  insanitary  conditions  and  bad  water  supply 
necessitated  such  action.  These  cottages  are  now  in  course  of 
being  put  right.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  past  year  (1905)  has  been  satisfactory  as  regards  the 
mortality  of  the  District,  since  the  general  Death-rate  is  below 
the  average  of  the  preceding  five  years.  The  Infantile  Death- 
rate  is  high,  but  as  the  figures  dealt  with  are  very  small,  this 
rate  varies  enormously  from  year  to  year.  For  instance,  in  1904 
it  was  phenomenally  low. 

During  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  Long 
Marston  was  successfully  stamped  out,  and  only  eight  cases 
occurred,  of  which  five  were  in  one  house.  Four  of  the  cases 
were  sent  to  Hospital,  the  remainder  were  in  a  most  isolated 
farm-house,  where  spread  of  infection  to  others  was  most  un¬ 
likely.  The  Schools  were  closed  during  the  outbreak.  One 
can  reasonably  assert  that,  without  a  Hospital  to  remove  the 
first  cases  to,  the  result  would  have  been  far  different. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

We  are  a  step  nearer  in  obtaining  a  Water  Supply  for 
Long  Marston,  in  having  guagings  taken  throughout  the  summer 
of  the  yield  that  might  be  obtained  from  Rumer  Hill.  Last 
summer,  being  remarkable  for  scarcity  of  water,  was  a  most 
opportune  time  for  such  measurements.  I  hope  your  Council 
will  now  advance  to  the  point  of  having  engineer’s  advice  on 
the  construction  of  a  small  reservoir.  When  the  matter  comes 
to  be  taken  in  hand  there  will  be  the  contention  made  that 
any  water  off  the  proposed  gathering  ground  is  subject  to  surface 
contamination,  a  contention  that  applies  to  all  schemes  where 
surface  water  is  collected,  and  perfectly  true  of  this  site  where 
the  available  water  is  wholly  the  rainfall  over  the  surface  of  the 
hill,  which  sinks  through  the  porous  soil,  and  finally  reaching 
the  blue  impervious  clay  beneath,  crops  out  on  the  hill-sides. 
As,  however  there  is  no  alternative  means  of  obtaining  water, 
and  as  the  village  is  deriving  its  present  supply  from  dirty 
pond-holes,  the  proper  course,  if  we  use  this  hill  water,  is  to 
guard  against  its  pollution,  and  if  necessary,  to  filter  it.  The 
point  cannot  be  too  strongly  insisted  upon  that  the  guagings 
taken  are  not  from  deep  springs,  remote  from  possible  pollution, 
but  that  they  are  derived  as  above  stated. 


SCHOOLS  CLOSED. 

Long  Marston  Schools  were  closed  for  two  weeks,  beginning 
July  24th.

Of  these  sixty-one  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  the  Borough  sent  in 
eighteen,  the  Stratford-on-Avon  Rural  District  thirty-nine,  and 
Marston  Sicca  four. 
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The  five  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  contributed  as  follows : — 
the  Borough  three,  and  Stratford-on-Avon  Rural  District  two. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  either  disease,  and  in  all  cases 
the  patients  were  sent  home  free  from  the  many  after-effects  these 
diseases  are  liable  to  produce. 

1’he  Hospital  has  been  noticeably  free  from  return  cases,  i.e., 
from  second  cases  being  sent  in  from  premises  to  which  a  Hospital 
patient  has  returned  home. 

During  the  past  year,  in  addition  to  the  precaution  of  no 
patient  leaving  the  Hospital  without  being  examined  by  his 
medical  attendant,  the  Doctor  who  is  attending  a  case  in  the 
Hospital  is  now  asked  to  formally  sign  the  register  when  his 
patient  is  discharged,  to  the  effect  that  the  case  is  fit  to  go  home. 

The  Birmingham  Road  Hospital  has  never  been  better 
managed  than  at  present,  and  the  appearance  of  the  children 
when  returned  to  their  homes  is,  I  understand,  generally  com¬ 
mented  on  by  parents  as  reflecting  credit  on  Miss  Tidy  and  her 
staff.
